| COPY of a Letter from The Reverend Mr. 
.Jacos Doch, 20 General WASHINGTON. 


October Stb, 1777. 
SIR, | 
F this letter ſhould find you in council, or 
in the field, before you read another ſen- 
tence -I beg you to take the firſt opportunity of 
retiring and weighing its important contents. 
You are perfectly acquainted with the part I 
formerly took in the preſent unhappy conteſt, 
I was, indeed, among the firſt to bear my pub=- 
lic teſtimony againſt having any recourſe to 
threats, or indulging a thought of an armed 
oppoſition, The current, however, was too 
ſtrong for my feeble efforts to reſiſt, I wiſhed 
to follow my countrymen as far only as virtue 
and the righteouſueſs of their cauſe would per- 
mit me. I was, however, prevailed on, among 
the reſt of my clerical brethren in this city,

to rk” the preſſing deüres of my fellow - ci- 
tizens, by preaching a ſermon to the ſecond 
city battalion, I was preſſed to publiſh. this 
ſermon, and reluctantly conſented. From: a 
perſonal attachment of near twenty years ſtand- 
ing, and a high reſpect for your character, 
in private as well as public life, I took the 
Nberty of dedicating this fermon to you. I 
had your affectionate thanks for my perform- 
ance, in a letter, wherein was expreſſed, in 
the moſt delicate and obliging terms, your re- 
gard for me, and your wiſhes for a continu- 
ance of my friendſhip, and approbation of 
your. conduct. Farther than this J intended 
not to proceed. My ſermon ſpeaks for itſelf, 
and wholly diſclaims the idea of independ- 
ency. My ſentiments were well known to 
my friends; I communicated them, without 
reſerve, to many reſpectable members of Con- 
greſs, who expreſſed their warm approbation of 
it then, I perſiſted to the very laſt, moment, 
to uſe the prayers for my Sovereign, though 
threatened with inſults from the violence, of 
a party: Upon the declaration of independ- 
ency I called my veſtry, and ſolemniy put

the Congreſs, and deſired my attendance next 
morning at 9 o'clack.” Surpriſed, and diſtreſſ- 
ed, ay I was, by an event I was not prepared 
to expect; obliged to give an immediate at- 
tendance, without the opportunity of conſult- 
ing my friends, I eaſily accepted the appoint- 
ment. I could have but one motive for tak- 
i this ſtep. I thought the churches in dan-

ger, and hoped, by this means, to have been 
inſtrumental in preventing thoſe ils I "had fo 
much reaſon to apprehend, E can, however, 
with truth, declare, I then Jooked upon in- 
dependency... rather as an expedient, and haz- 
ardous, or, indeed, thrown, out in errorem, in 
order to procure ſome favourable terms, than 
a meaſure that was ſeriouſly perſiſted in at all 
events. My ſudden change of conduct will 
clearly evince this to have been my idea of the 
matter. Upon the return of the Committee 
of Congreſs, appointed to confer with Lord 
Howe, I ſoon diſcerned their whole intentions.

All 
orders and ranks of men in Great Britain, are 
now ' utianimous,. and determined to riſque 
their all with content. Trade and manufac» 
tures ate found to flouriſh, and new channels 
 ars'” continyally offering, that” will perhaps 
Tore rhan fupply the loſs of the old. In Ame- 
rig your harbours ate blocked op, your ci- 
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ties fall one after another; fortreſs after for- 
treſs, battle after battle is loſt. A Britiſh ar- 
my, after having paſſed unmoleſted through 
a vaſt extent of country, have poſſeſſed 
themſelves of the capital of America, How 

: unequal the conteſt! How fruitleſs the ex- 
pence of blood! Under ſo many diſcourag- 
ing circumſtances, can virtue, can honour, ' 
can the love of your country, prompt you to 
proceed? Humanity itſelf, and ſure huma- 
nity is no ſtranger to your breaſt, calls upon 
you to deſiſt.— Tour army muſt periſh for 
want of common neceſſaries, or thouſands of 
innocent families muſt periſh to ſupport them:

Recommend, and you have an undoubted 
right to recommend, an immediate ceſſation 
of hoſtilities. Let the controverſy be taken up 
where that declaration left it, and where Lord 
Howe certainly expected to find it, Let 
men of clear and impartial characters, in or 
out of Congreſs, liberal in their ſentiments, 
heretofore. 
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heretofore independent in their fortunes, and 


ſome ſuch may be found in America, be appoim - 


ed to confer with his Majeſty's commiſſioners. 
Let them, if they pleaſe, prepare ſome well 
digeſted conſtitutional plan, to lay before - 
them at the - commencement of the negocia- 
tion; when they have gone thus far, I am 
confident the uſual happy conſequences will 
enſue ; unanimity will immediately take place 
through the different provinces; thouſands 
who are now ardently wiſhing and praying for 
ſuch a meaſure, will ftep forth, and declare 
themſelves the zealous advocates for conſti- 
tutional liberty; and millions will bleſs the 
hero that left the field of war, to decide this 
moſt important conteſt wich the weapons of 
wiſdom and humanity. Ohl Sir, let no 
falſe ideas of worldly honour deter you from 
engaging in ſo glorious a taſk ;' whatever cen- 
ſures may be throwyn out, by mean 1lliberal
